The suggestion is made by tlio Dry 


Goods Economist that during war time 
women discard tho habit of wearing 
black for lost friends. This Is urged 
on the ground of scarcity-of clothlnR 
materials, and tho depressing Influence 
of black In a time of national sorrow. 


If many women must bo next yea'r 


face the loss of-.their boys, a largo

!>ut on black. In times of grief women 
feel a certain reserve about mingling 
with gay ilfe. The black dress Is a sug- 
gestion that they aro In sorrow, and 
should not be pressed "Into scenes of 
merriment.'
